Tnbercnlosi* erad- 
ication work began In Connecticut more 
than 25 year* ago. and since 1918 ha* 
been carried on with the active co-oper- 
ation _of the federal government New 
London, New Haven and Pairfleld conn- 
tie*, the Department of Agriculture an- 
nounces, recently have been added to 
the official llat of "modified accredited- 
counties In Connecticut Official tnber- 
cnlln test* in other counties of the state 
had previously given them practically a 
clean bill of health. 


To prevent the disfleaae from gain- 


Ing a new foothold, it win be nece*> 
aary to retest the previously Infected 
herd* at regular Interval* and dectroy 
*ny diseased cattle found at theae In- 
spections.
